WOMAN KILLED BY PENNSY TRAIN AT CLAF. 
ENOUGH ST6NATURES OBTAINED TO CALL TAX REFERENDUM 
Call for Vote Certain; 


Will Leave City with 


No Protection, Claim 


Vote on Occupational Tax Ordinance Is Demanded and Assured 


by Call of 577 Citizens—Only Recourse Now Is to Fire 
Cops and Firemen, Members of Council Declare 


Enough signatures to bring about a referendum on 


the occupational tax ordinance recently passed by city 
council had been obtained Saturday and the referendum 
petition, bearing 577 signatures, was filed with the city 
auditor, W. H. Williams, Saturday forenoon. 
The first 


petition was started last Tuesday forenoon by R. B. Mc- 
Dermott, local attorney. 


This number, it was stated by those who started the 


petition, is larger than the number necessary to bring the 
ordinance to a vote. They declared that probably 475 
signatures would have been sufficient. 


The petition will be left with Auditor Williams for 


ten days and will then be filed with the board of elections. 


Since promoters of the referendum have been suc- 


cessful, the problem of getting enough money to operate 
the city departments remains as enigmatical as before. 


Members of council contended a few days 


ago that a referendum could only result in the 
laying off of the police and fire departments 
and the turning out of the street lights. They 
are still firm in their belief. 


Figures obtained from a reliable source 


this morning disclosed the fact that there is only 
enough funds on hand to operate until the latter 
part of July. The city auditor has made an ad- 
vance draw on the July taxes, and the balance, 
when it is obtained, will not be sufficient to op- 
erate for a long time, officials contend. 


Five thousand dollars of the re- 


cent transfer of $10,000 from the 
sinking- fund to the general fund 
of the city is already nearly ex- 
hausted, and the remaining $5,000 
•will have to be pro rated among 
a number of funds so that even 
this will be of little consequence, 
they say. The bill for street lights 
for the month of December, 1923, 
and for each month 
thereafter, 


about $5,200 in all, is unpaid as 
yet, it was learned. 
It was also 


found that no part of the $10,000 
transfer can be used for the light 
bill.

Mrs. Edward Shryock, aged 40, of West Lafayette, 


was instantly killed at the West Lafayette Pennsylvania 
crossing at seven o'clock Saturday evening when she 
stepped in front of the fast westbound New York-St.

It was making up lost time. The train is due each day in 
Coshocton at 5.52.

At the crossing she was obliged 


to wait on an eastbound freight train. As soon as the 
freight train had passed, she stepped onto the tracks and 
was struck by the fast mail train. 


The train was stopped immediately. Persons stand- 


ing nearby picked up the body. The woman's head was 
crushed, and physicians said death came instantly. The 
body was removed to the N. J. Rehard undertaking par- 
lors in that village where it was prepared for burial.

I can imagine the average motorist saying that there is not much 
to look after in the springs, all you have to do is to splash a little 
oil over them now and again.

anced correctly in order to operate 
satisfactorily. 
If the receiver is 


out of balance the set will howl a 
great deal and will not be very 
selective or bring in many long 
distance stations. Try substituting 
tubes around in different positions 
in the circuit. The tube in the first 
socket may work better in the third 
socket and so on. 


The fixed condensers 
are 
the 


greatest trouble in the reflex cir- 
cuits. Buy a few extra condensers 
of various capacities'and try sub- 
stituting them lor the ones you 
have in the circuit. This is neces- 
sary in order to properly balance 
up the Inductance and capacity of 
the circuit and get the most out of 
your receiver.
